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ABSTRACT 

This report presents data compiled from the 117 
libraries that were members of the Association of Research Libraries 
( ARL) during the 1982/83 academic year, as well as an examination of 
data for trends in expenditures for the previous 15 years from the 75 
academic libraries that were members throughout those years, 
information includes data from four libraries that joined ARL in 
1982-83 : Delaware , Georgia Inst i tute of Technology, and North 
Carolina State, and the non-university Canada Institute for 
Scientific and Technical Information. A guids to library code numbers 
provides a complete list of ARL members. Research library resources, 
staffing, expenditures, and interlibrary loan activity are covered in 
the report's data tables. Further report sections include an analysis 
of selected variables; Ph.D. and enrollment statistics; the ARL 
Library Index, a summary of rank order tables for ARL university 
libraries; and the rank order tables for volumes in library, volumes 
added (gross) r microform holdings, current serials, professional 
staff, nonprofessional staff, total staff, materials expenditures, 
materials and binding expenditures, salaries and wages expenditures, 
total operating expenditures, total items loaned, total items 
borrowed, and current serials expenditures. A copy of the ARL 
Statistics Questionnaire is included. (LMM)

INTRODUCTION 



The 1982-83 ARL Statistics presents data compiled from the 117 research libraries 
that were members of the Association during the 1982-83 fiscal year. Four libraries 
joined ARL in 1982-83: three university libraries— Delaware, Georgia Institute of 
Technology, and North Carolina State — and one non-university Hbrary^the Canada 
Institute for Scientific and Technical Information- Reports from these libraries are 
included in the Statistics for the first time this year. With these additions the ARL 
membership consists of 1 04 university libraries and 13 public, governmental, and private 
research collections. A complete list of ARL members is provided in the "Guide to 
Library Code Numbers, 11 page 9a. 

The tables presented in the Statistics describe research library resources, 
interlibrary loans, expenditures, and staffing in fiscal 1983, as well as university 
enrollments, Ph.D.'s awarded, and Ph.D. fields. To obtain a longer perspective cn 
expenditure trends in the ARL, an analysis was performed on data for the past 15 years 
from the 75 academic libraries that have been members throughout these years. 
William Baurnol has recently described the unfortunate impact on libraries of the 
continuing inflation of the 1970's and 1980's. 1 "Per unit expenditures, rather than 
outpacing the rate of inflation, have tended to lag behind it, so that in terms of dollars 
of constant purchasing power the unit costs* of these [library] services have actually 
fallen/ 1 This concept is illustrated by the data in the following table.

here. 
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buring the past 15 years the actual dollars spent by ARL university libraries 
(column 2) have increased ^y almost 200%, from $212,598,000 in 1969 to $636,572,000 
in 1983. At the same time the economy's overall rate of inflation has risen by about 
150% in the U.S. and 211% in Canada. 2 As a result, in dollars of constant (1972) 
purchasing power, adjusted for inflation (column 3), ARL library expenditures rose only 
from $249,256,000 to $297,234,000— an increase of just 19%. 

Research libraries have not been static during the 15 years, however. Their needs 
have outpaced the dollars available to them, as we can see by looking at expenditures 
per unit of library operation. Baumol uses volumes held as a convenient measure of 
units of operation. Indeed, previous ARL studies have demonstrated the high 
correlations between volumes held and materials acquired, personnel, and expenditures: 
the more volumes a research library has, the more materials it acquires, the larger its 
staff, and the more expensive its operations. Total expenditures per volume held are

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therefore a useful index of costs in ARL libraries. The data in column 4 show that in 
actual dollars ARL libraries were spending $1.65 per volume held in 1969 and $3.03 in 
1983--an increase of 84%. In dollars of constant buying power (column 5), however, per 
unit expenditures have dropped 26 %, from $1.93 to $1.42. As Baumol says, the 
expenditures per unit of ARL libraries have declined, as they have been forced "to 
adopt cutbacks in service, reduce the real compensation of their staffs, and even skimp 
on quality/ 1 

VVc can look at this matter in a slightly different way through the graph on page 6, 
which is modeled after a kraph in a recent study by o. Kent Halstead.3 Mere the data 
from the table are converted to index numbers, with 1969 expenditures equal to 100, in 
order to display the percentage changes over 15 years. The top line shows how total 
ARL library expenditures have increased about 200%. This is an annual compounded 
rate of 8%. The actual dollars per volume held have risen 84%, or about 5% each year. 
Finally, constant dollars (adjusted for inflation) per volume held have been decreasing 
2% per year, for a total decrease of 26%. In other words, since 1969 the purchasing 
power per unit of operation of ARL libraries has been declining by 2% each year. 

The index number for constant dollars per volume now stands at aLout 74, 26% 
below its level of 1 00 in 1969. Inflation of 150% in the U.S. and 211% in Canada has 
driven up prices so that the index for actual dollars spent per volume stands at 184, or 
84% above its 1969 level. Finally, ARL library size and resources deployed, as 
measured by volumes held, i- creased 63% in 15 years. This 63% rise in units of 
operation further increased total expenditures in actual dollars to an index figure of 
about 300, 200% above their level in 1969. Thus, even though ARL libraries are 
spending 200% more actual dollars today than in 1969, a "Library Growth Effect" and an 
"Inflation Effect 17 have combined to make their real financial resources, as measured by 
constant dollars per volumes held, 26% fewer than in ii*69 (see graph). Not only has the 
200% increase in total outlays been completely absorbed by inflation and library 
growth; but in terms of per unit expenditures ARL libraries today have only 
three-quarters of the real buying power that they had 15 years ago. 

It is also informative to look ai resources for libraries in the context of recent 
trends in higher education. Just as volumes held have been used as an index of units of 
operation, student enrollments can be used as a different measure. Enrollments in ARL 
universities increased 17% in 15 years. The actual library expenditure per student was 
$167 in 1969 and $430 in 1983— an increase of 157%. In constant dollars, however, the 
expenditure was $198 in 1969 and $204 in 1983— an increase of only 3%. It is worth 
noting that up through 1982 constant dollars per student were below 1969 levels. For 
almost all of the 1 5-year period, therefore, the buying power of A RL libraries in 
support of university students has stayed more or less the same. Or in llalstead's 
terms, for ARL libraries the real financial resource of dollars spent per student has 
remained constant. 

This rather disheartening picture of long-term trends may be modified somewhat 
by some short-term changes in ARL data.^ For the second year in a row the increase in 
expenditures for current serials was less than in past years: on 8.8% increase in 1983 
and 7.0% in 1982, as compared with an annual compounded rate of 14.0% for the 
preceding six years. At the same time expenditures for monographs and other 
non-serial materials rose 10.6% in 1983 and 12.8% in 1982, but an average 4.4% for 
each of the previous six years. As a consequence of these changes, seripls expenditures 
have dropped from a high of 58% of total materials expenditures in 1981 to 56% in 1983. 



In regard to material resources, 1983 is notable as the first year since the 
mid-seventies when ARL libraries added substantially more volumes than in the 
preceding year. Gross volumes added had been decreasing by an average 2.7% per year 
from 1976 through 1982. But in 1983 volumes added rose 7.4%. 

There is some light in the 1983 data; but whether it is the light at the end of the 
tunnel, time will tell. 

Those using the ARL Statistics to compare individual institutions will need to 
consult the symbols indicated in the "ARL Library Data Table 11 and the "Footnotes." 
Although definitions used in the Statistics questionnaire are aimed at achieving 
consistency, variant reporting practices do exist among ARL libraries. For example, 
the majority of ARL libraries include government documents in their count of serials 
subscriptions, but about one^third do not. Some ARL libraries catalog government 
documents and report them in their volume count; others do not. Symbols are used to 
indicate which ARL libraries include law and medical libraries in their reports. 
Separate counts of the holdings of law school libraries are published each year in the 
spring issue of Law Library Journal . Similar statistics for U.S. and Canadian medical 
school libraries are published annually by the Association of Academic Health Sciences 
Library Directors. To aid comparability, expenditures of Canadian libraries are 
expressed in U,S. dollars in the ARL Statistics ; the exchange rate used for 1982-83 is 
1.2349 Canadian dollars to one U.S. dollar. 0 

The rank order tables and index scores presented in this publication are not 
intended to imply qualitative evaluations of the institutions described. In comparing 
any individual library to ARL medians or to other ARL members, one must always make 
evaluations within the context of local goals and characteristics.

34:181-191 (May 1983). Our data differ from Baurnol's because we use the same 
sample of libraries over 15 years. Baurnol used the medians of the current ARL 
membership for each year* As the membership grew and smaller libraries joined 
ARL, the medians declined relatively* Thus, the percentage increases in BaumoVs 
data are lower than those for our sample* 

2* We follow Baurnol in using as measures of inflation the U.S. and Canadian Gross 
National Product Implicit Price Deflators, with calendar year 1972 equal to 100. 
This index is more useful as an indicator of rises in the general price level than the 
Consumer Price Index, which measures the changing prices of a typical "market 
basket 1 * of consumer goods. Nevertheless, the GNP Implicit Price Deflator 
underestimates the inflationary forces at work on research libraries. About 
one-third of their expenditures are for books and serials, the prices of which have 
increased more than the increases measured by the GNP Deflator, the CPI, or even 
the Higher Education Price Index. Halstead (see ref, 3) points out that the prices 
of books and serials have risen faster than any other major component of the 
Higher Education Price Index, except energy costs and fringe benefits* 
Consequently, inflation took an even greater toll on research libraries than is 
shown here*

Medians, on the other hand, are a measure of central tendency, focusing on the midpoint 
in a distribution, and are thus preferable for describing ARL libraries.

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THE ARL LIBRARY INDEX* 



The data tables *tt the beginning of the ARL Statistics display figures reported 
by ARL member libraries in 22 categories that, with the exception of the measures 
of interlibrary loan activity, describe the size of ARL libraries in terms of holdings, 
expenditures, and personnel. The rank order tables provide an overview of the 
ranges and medians for 14 of these categories, or variables, among ARL academic 
libraries, as well as quantitatively comparing each library with other ARL member 
institutions. However, no one of the 22 variables provides a summary measure of a 
library's relative size within ARL or characterizes the ARL libraries as a whole. 

The ARL Library Index has been derived as a means of providing this summary 
characterization, permitting quantitative comparisons of ARL academic libraries, 
singly and as a group, with other academic libraries. Through the use of statistical 
techniques known as factor analysis, it can be determined that 15 of the variables 
reported to ARL are more closely correlated with each other than with other 
categories. Within this group of 15 variables, some are subsets or combinations of 
others, e.g. expenditures for serials are a subset of expenditures for library 
materials. When the subsets and combinations are eliminated, ten variables emerge 
as characteristic of ARL library size. These are: volumes held, volumes added 
(gross), microform units held, current serials received, expenditures for library 
materials, expenditures for binding, total salary and wage expenditures, other 
operating expenditures, number of professional staff, and number of nonprofessional 
staff. 

These ten categories delineate an underlying dimension, or factor, of library 
size. By means of principal component analysis, a technique that is a variant of 
factor analysis, it is possible to calculate the correlations of each of the variables 
with this hypothetical factor of library size. From this analysis, a weight for each 
variable can be determined based upon how closely that variable is correlated with 
the overall dimension of library size defined by all ten categories. A high 
correlation indicates that much of the variation in ARL library size is accounted for 
by the variable in question, implying a characteristic in which ARL libraries are 
relatively alike. The component score coefficients, or weights, for the 1982-83 ARL 
academic library data are:
